A LEADING guide book has told 
tourists to visit Canterbury and 
Whitstable but has not mentioned 
Herne Bay. 

The newest edition of the renowned Lonely 
Planet guide to Great Britain praises 
Canterbury and Whitstable as “lovely places to 
visit”, but Heme Bay does not get a look in. 

The guide says Canterbury is the best 
English cathedral city with one of Europe’s 
finest cathedrals. It recommends exploring the 
medieval alleyways, riverside gardens and city 
walls. It also praises recent developments such 
as contemporary bars, restaurants and arts. 

Whitstable is described as a gentrified yet 
characterful fishing town with pretty houses 
and metropolitan restaurants and boutiques. 

Phillipe Esclasse, Canterbury’s town centre 
manager, said: “This is hugely important. 

“The Lonely Planet is a very well read guide 
in the English speaking world, and there is 
also a French version. We’ve all used the guide 
at some point. 

“The bulk of our tourist business is based on 
day trippers, and I’m certain that inclusion in 
these guides adds to the number of day- 
tourists visiting Canterbury, especially in the 
North American market.” 

Their inclusion in the guide is good news for 
both areas as more tourists means a welcome 
boost to the economies. Canterbury in particu¬ 
lar is very dependent on tourism - the latest 
figures show visitors spend more than £300 
million in Canterbury each year. 

Just under two-thirds of this was spent by

Veterans to take 
their final trip to 
France for free

D-DAY veterans will travel 
to Normandy in an all¬ 
expenses paid final trip to 
commemorate fallen com¬ 
rades on the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of the pivotal attack 
thanks to a Herne Bay 
councillor. 

Two coach loads of ex-soldiers from 
east Kent, one of Normandy veter¬ 
ans and one of Royal Marine veter¬ 
ans, will travel to France where the 
Queen and other heads of state 
will be attending several memorial 
ceremonies. 

Cllr Alan Marsh pushed Kent 
County Council to fund the journey, 
even promising to make up any 
shortfall from his own pocket. 

Cllr Marsh said: “I wanted to pay a 
compliment to the people who did 
such a fantastic job for the benefit of 
everybody. 

“I’m hoping theyTl meet some of 
their friends who they haven’t seen 
for maybe 60 years. It’ll be some form 
of reunion, a last reunion. 

“I called it the last reunion of real¬ 
ly great people. 

“None of these people are going to 
pay one penny. Because I’m a cabinet 


member I made sure Kent County 
Council provided the funding for it. 

“I gave them the undertaking that 
whatever the shortfall is I would pay 
for it.” 

Sixty four Kent veterans are going 
on the trip, with some staying in 
France for up to three days. 

Many are bringing their grandchil¬ 
dren so they can see exactly what 
their grandfathers did. 

Cllr Marsh has asked the coach 
company to take special care of the 
group with no expense spared. 

Marine veterans from other wars 
will also be on the trip. 

Albert Paris, an ex-Marine from 
Heme Bay said: “I’m going because 
this is the last one that is going to be 
done. 

“Two veteran marines who took 
part in the Normandy attack are 
going. One of them was with 46 
Commando of which 400 men were 
sent to Normandy and only 200 
returned. I believe there are only 12 
left of them now.” 

'We’re Korean veterans and Milan 
veterans. We’re going just to pay our 
respects as well. We’re going to the 
beaches of Arromanche where a lot of 
the Royal Marines lost their lives.” 

At Arromache marines had to scale 
cliffs and take a heavily-fortified 
German battery. Despite suffering 
heavy losses, they took Le Hamel 
and Rots.

day-trippers, the rest was by people 
staying for a longer holiday. 

And nearly a quarter of jobs in 
Canterbury are in retail, hotels, cater¬ 
ing and transport. 

Council local economy manager 
Caroline Fowler said: “The tourism 
sector, in terms of jobs created, is one 
of the biggest employers in the dis¬ 
trict. Tourism is massively important 
to Canterbury. In fact we are second 
only to Dartford in terms of visitor 
spend, and that’s because Dartford 
council counts Bluewater as a visitor 
attraction, which is slightly strange.” 

The fact that Heme Bay has not 
been included in the guide is likely to 
cause consternation amongst those 
loyal to the town. 

Jean Law, a Herne Bay councillor, 
said: “How dare they leave us out? 
Heme Bay is absolutely worth a visit 
- it is looking fantastic. 

“I’m absolutely delighted with all 
the people who are pulling together to 
make it the interesting town it is. 

“The confidence of investment com¬ 
ing into Heme Bay is such that it 
proves these people don’t know what 
they’re talking about. They haven’t 
got a clue. I’m absolutely annoyed.” 

Canterbury council is more opti¬ 
mistic about the guide’s impact on 
Heme Bay. 

A spokesman for Canterbury coun¬ 
cil said: “It’s great that Canterbury 
and Whitstable are featured in the 
Lonely Planet Guide. Thousands of 
people use the guide to plan holidays 
and trips, so this is invaluable public¬ 
ity for the district. 

“Although Heme Bay isn’t directly 
mentioned, plenty of visitors will still 
be heading for the town while they 
are visiting the area, so everybody 
will benefit from this listing.”

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Speed camera warning 
film makes buyers snap

Drivers say radar 
detectors fail to 
save their licences

A WHITSTABLE firm which sup- 
plies speed trap warning systems 
has been accused of dodgy dealing 
by customers across the UK. 

Angry consumers have complained of faulty 
equipment, being refused refunds and in one 
case, not receiving the detector they ordered. 

The company, which operates from Amphenol 
Business Complex on the Thanet Way, trades 
under several names including Talex and Beat 
the Speed Trap. 

Speed trap detectors are designed to warn driv¬ 
ers about speed cameras ahead, including mobile 
units. 

Steve Price from Conway in north Wales said: 
“I recently purchased the Beat the Speed Trap 
radar and laser detector and found the unit does 
not work. 

“I tested it myself passing several GATSO cam¬ 
eras that I knew were live and a mobile laser 
speed trap and the unit was silent. 

“I contacted the company within the 30 days 
money back guarantee and requested a full 
refund but they fobbed me off by saying I could 


not have returned the unit to them in time 
although there were still three days remaining! 

“This is when the alarm bells started ringing 
and after further phone calls I realised there was 
a problem with this company so I carried out a lit¬ 
tle research and was shocked to find lots of other 
people in a similar situation.” 

Many internet users claim to have experienced 
similar issues, and another frustrated customer 
who contacted Yourcanterbmy also related a 
familiar tale. 

Bruce Howard from Oxford said: “In January I 
phoned and placed an order for a Talex speed 
monitor from the company. 


“Having parted with almost £200 I waited and 
waited to receive my order. I have phoned many, 
many times, begged and pleaded, sent threaten¬ 
ing letters, even worked through the small claims 
court. 

“In my case they have taken the money with¬ 
out ever delivering the product. How they man¬ 
age to get away with it I will never know, but on 
the internet there are lots of stories like my own.” 

Both Mr Howard and Mr Price have said they 
have reported the company to trading standards. 

Yourcanterbmy made several attempts to con¬ 
tact Talex and spoke to various members of staff, 
but we have so far not received any response. 


A 'privilege' to be 
in final regiment 

THE Armoured Tigers are back from 
Iraq with a Canterbury sergeant who is 
the last UK soldier to leave the country 
in an armoured vehicle. 

The 79 men from C Company, 1st 
Battalion the Princess of Wales’ Royal 
Regiment returned to their barracks in 
Paderborn, Germany, last weekend 
where they were met by family and 
friends. Known as the Armoured Tigers, 
the battalion is the most decorated in the 
British Army following their three tours 
of Iraq, having served there previously in 
2004 and 2006. 

Sgt Sean Robson, 27, from Canterbury, 
who won a Military Cross for his actions 
in 2004, was in the last military vehicle to 
cross the border from Iraq into Kuwait. 

After being reunited with his wife 
Georgina and 15-month-old daughter 
Phoebe, he said: “To be the final regi¬ 
ment out there, being the last vehicle to 
cross the border is a privilege.”

Community 
order given 
for damage 

JEALOUS Andrew Harkett spot¬ 
ted his girlfriend canoodling with 
another man so he kicked her front 
door in. 

Harkett, 20, had been told to 
leave but he decided to have a look 
around the back of the house.

Canterbury Magistrates heard 
Harkett, of Sleigh Road, Sturry, 
banged on the front door and then 
kicked it in.

Julie Farbrace, prosecuting, said 
Harkett had been drinking because 
he heard a friend had committed 
suicide. He told police he went to 
the house intending to sleep with 
his girlfriend but someone had got 
there before him. 

Louise Asprey, defending, said the 
couple are back together again as 
his girlfriend is expecting their 
child. She said: “He had a veiy emo¬ 
tional day and had a few drinks. He 
acted recklessly and is remorseful 
for it.” 

Harkett was given a 12 month 
community order to include 100 
hours unpaid work. He was ordered 
to pay £60 costs plus £591.30 for the 
trashed door.

SAFEGUARDING the future of the harbour 
and improving services for the town are hot 
topics for Whitstable. 

Many residents were angry about the coun¬ 
cil’s suggested development plans for the har¬ 
bour, which were scrapped last year amid 
overwhelming public outcry over unsympa¬ 
thetic designs and unsuitable uses. 

Traffic congestion, especially as the tourist 
season approaches, is also a long-running 
problem for the town.

The amount of money will be controlled by 
the issuing agency maintaining a zero infla¬ 
tion rate.”

“Recently a BNP manual was uncovered 
which states that the party’s ultimate aim 
is the ‘repatriation of the resident foreign¬ 
ers of the UK. 

“This amounts to a direct call for ethnic 
cleansing.” 

“I urge anyone who is worried about the 
dangers of a fascist party gaining power in 
Britain to join us in our campaign.

What did you do before this? 


A I was a primary school teacher. I taught at 
quite a few schools, so that’s where the 
teaching side of it comes in. 

For the last four years I was chairman of 
Kent Crusaders. I’ve been England under-16 
assistant basketball coach and Crusaders’ 
head coach in the past. I’m now the director of 
basketball.

How did you get involved with basketball coaching? 


A I’ve been coaching for 19 years. I was 12 or 
13 when I started coaching. Growing up in 
Canada it was just expected that players 
would give something back and get involved in 
coaching. 

I enjoyed it and spent more and more time 
coaching and less playing. I coached my high 
school team in my senior year and was assis¬ 
tant coach at university. 

I moved here in 2000 and took over the club 
that became the Crusaders.

Who did you play for in Canada? 


A I just played locally at high school. I was a 
coach at Carlton University - the top uni¬ 
versity for basketball in the country.

Have the people you've coached done well? 


A Yes. The most talented player is Ryan 
Richards, he played for Crusaders. 

He is an England under-16 and under-18 
player. He is 17 now and has already been in 
the Great Britain senior men’s training squad. 

He is a full-time professional in Belgium and 
arguably the best player we’ve produced in 
England in the last ten years. 

Players I coached in Canada have gone on to 
play professionally in Europe and in universi¬ 
ty basketball. But Ryan’s the stand-out player.

How long have you been involved at Canterbury High? 


I’ve worked at Canterbury High for just 
over a month now. But this is the second 
school year we’ve run the academy. 

I’ve always been the director, responsible for 
the basketball side, but haven’t done the 
hands-on coaching. Other coaches were 
employed because I was teaching elsewhere.

What is the plan for sport at Canterbury High? 


The interesting thing about the academies is 
finding ways in which it works within their 
studies, using the fact that I’m a teacher at the 
school as well, to do some work with them. 

I’m also interested in providing a path where 
we can let those players feed in to the sixth- 
form academy. 

Then at Beauheme Primary School [part of 
the Canterbury Campus with Canterbury 
High] there is going to be a multi-skill, multi¬ 
sport academy so it’s not sport specific. 

It doesn’t matter it they are a talented ath¬ 
lete, footballer or netball player. 

We are just looking at the generic skills at 
that age and doing some physical development 
with pupils. 

It will help, whatever sport they go into from 
there. Those who are good at a specific sport 
can then feed into the relevant academy and 
work their way through.

Will academic abilities be nurtured as well? 


The idea is that we’re going to develop bas¬ 
ketball-specific academies between years 
seven and 11 - Key Stage 3 academies and 
Key Stage 4 academies. 

We will then be able to provide regular bas¬ 
ketball for them, because it is a very time¬ 
intensive sport. You need to be playing ten to 
12 hours a week minimum to have any chance 
of making it. 


A Academics work hand in hand with this. 

The sixth-formers come out with three or 
four A-levels. 

It’s a top school - we are sixth in the country 
for value-added - so we are confident we are 
providing a good all-round situation for the 
students. We tailor the timetable so the bal¬ 
ance between sport and school is managed for 
them and we learn what we need to learn to 
help them become an elite athlete.

The Royal Horticultural Society’s annual 
showpiece attracted thousands of green-fin¬ 
gered fans and the champagne corks were 
popping after Kent entries netted a haul of 
nine accolades, including silver and gold 
awards. 

Among those celebrating was Sittingboume- 
based landscaping firm Marshalls. Its smart 
show garden, entitled Living Street, earned a 
silver gilt award. 

It showcased four distinct designs of futuris¬ 
tic front gardens. 

Winning designer Ian Dexter said: “The 
whole journey to create the garden has been a 
wonderful experience and receiving this medal 
has made it even better. The team worked 
seamlessly and this is a magnificent commen¬ 
dation to everyone 
involved in the 
project. 

“Tthe concept of 
creating four front 
gardens in the 
Show Garden cat¬ 
egory has never 
been done before, 
but what we 
wanted to achieve 
was to highlight 
to everybody that 
front gardens are 
wonderful spaces

very much the same way we use our back gar¬ 
dens; from places to socialise in to even grow¬ 
ing your own fruit and veg.” 

Also doing the county proud was designer Jo 
Thompson, from Cranbrook, and Merriments 
Gardens, who won a silver gilt medal for their 
Demelza Garden. 

Their aim was to produce a garden which 
would be a relaxing environment and it will be

rebuilt for the children at 
the Demelza hospice in

Sittingboume, in the coming 
weeks. A delighted Mrs 
Thompson said: “Having 
spent a great deal of time in 
Italy - my father is Italian - 
I have been inspired since 
childhood by the great villas of Tuscany and 
Rome. Their strong shapes and sense of the¬ 
atre play an important part in my style.” 

Winning his third award in as many years 
was Benenden’s Chris O’Donoghue, who 
claimed a silver gilt for his imaginative 
medieval garden. 

His equally ambitious project last year, a 
Moroccan courtyard, attracted plenty of inter¬ 
est as he became the first person to have ani¬ 


mals accompanying his display, bringing in a 
donkey to add to the desert scene. 

This year, his display featured a range of 
medicinal herbs which caught judges’ eyes. 

He said: “It’s great to have won an award 
here. Having previously been a potter, I’m 
happy to be making my way using mud rather 
than clay these days. 

“I didn’t bring any animals this year -1 don’t 
think they are letting anyone do that now. The 
donkey ended up staying at the Royal Horse 
Barracks last time.” 

Patricia Ellis, of Orpington, accepted a gold 
award for her unusual flower arrangement. 

The TV coverage of this year’s show was 
hosted again by Alan Titchmarsh, with visi¬ 
tors including the Queen and actress Joanna 
Lumley, taking a well-earned break from her 
campaign in support of Gurkhas’ rights.

For some the taste brings back memories 
of times gone by, when life seemed less hur¬ 
ried and simpler, and for others it is tennis 
at Wimbledon and the hope of glory on the 
tennis court. 

Now is the perfect time to add strawber¬ 
ries to your shopping list at www.food- 
forkent.co.uk as they are coming through 
thick and fast and are of great quality; 
packed full of flavour. 

I managed to taste quite a few from differ¬ 
ent Kent suppliers when I was down at the 
Foodforkent.co.uk HQ filming the third 
episode of my new internet TV series, Made 
in Great Britain, which you can view at 
www.pod3.tv or download the full episode 
free from iTunes. 

During my visit to Bank Farm in 
Aldington, near Ashford, I was also able to 
pick some fresh asparagus and went forag¬ 
ing for wild garlic, which is bang in season 
at the minute and sadly only lasts for about 
one more month. 

Wild garlic is so versatile and can be used 
in salads but also adds flavour to soups or 
even to infuse cream for dauphinoisse pota¬ 
toes. The flower can be used to garnish fish 
dishes and even to lift a salad. 

While at Bank Farm, one thing which 
greatly impressed me was the free-range 
egg farm and how well the chickens were

kept and how happy they 
seem. Happy chickens 
produce great eggs. I took 
some away with me and 
cooked a poached egg dish 
with the freshly picked 
asparagus - heaven. 
Duck eggs are currently 
in abundance at the 
moment too and there are 
some special deals on Foodforkent.co.uk 
which you can take advantage of. 

Talking of things nostalgic, I was back in 
school earlier this month opening a new 
dining room and kitchen at the Sutton 
Valence Preparatory School in Chart 
Sutton, Maidstone, and did a cooking 
demonstration to 200 children, parents, 
teachers and governors. 

We did a quiz with the children on food 
from around the county and why we should 


buy local and what advantages it brings to 
the environment and our pockets. They 
loved it, and it was great to see how aware 
the children were of the issues and how they 
understood that by buying local and fresh 
produce the taste is so much more 
enhanced. It was a great day. 

My recipe today is one of my favourite 
deserts, bakewell tart with Kentish straw¬ 
berries and this is a dish that conjures up all 
of those nostalgic images and feelings of 
summers past and those to come. I hope you 
enjoy it and don’t forget if you have any 
cooking or recipe questions, email me at 
richard.phillips@kosmedia.co.uk and I will 
be happy to answer them.

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Bakewell tart with 
Kentish strawberries 

Ingredients 

1 x sheet of shop -bought puff pastry 
4 tablespoons of strawberry jam 
Almond paste (see recipe below) 

2 egg yolks (for the egg wash) 

1 guantity of royal icing (see recipe below) 

Handful of flaked almonds 
1 punnet of Kentish strawberries 

1 tablespoon of icing sugar 

2 tablespoons of balsamic vinegar 
Vanilla ice-cream or cream to serve 

Almond Paste - combine ingredients 
200g butter 
200g caster sugar 
lOOg whisked eggs 
50g plain flour 
lOOg ground almonds 

Royal icing - combine ingredients 
225g icing sugar 
35g egg whites 
splash of lemon juice 

Method 

• Roll out the puff pastry to a 3mm thickness 

• Butter four individual tartlet cases and line with the 
rolled-out pastry 

• Place a tablespoon of the jam in the base of each one. 
Pipe in the almond paste, leave space at the top of the 
mould, brush with the egg wash, now place another 
sheet of rolled out puff pastry over the top. Using a 
rolling pin, roll over the tartlet mould to cut off the 
edges. Leave to rest for 20min. 

• Pre heat the oven to 170c. 

• Using a palate knife, spread a thin layer of royal icing 
over the top of the tart and sprinkle with a few flakes of 
almonds. 

• Bake in a pre-heated oven for 20min or until golden 
brown on top. 

• Warm the strawberries in a pan with the icing sugar 
and balsamic vinegar for 

3-4minutes, just until the juices start to come out of the 
strawberries. Allow to cool 

• Place the strawberries on top of the tart and serve 
with a scoop of ice-cream or drizzled with cream.

THOUSANDS of school children 
can now enjoy county-wide bus 
travel for just £50 a year thanks 
to the hard work of late Herne 
Bay councillor John Law. 

The Kent Freedom Pass will entitle young 
people aged from seven to 11 to free bus trav¬ 
el at any time throughout the county for a 
flat rate of £50 a year. 

The scheme was pioneered by former coun¬ 
ty councillor John Law who died last year, 
and his efforts have been recognised by hav¬ 
ing a bus dedicated to him. 

His widow, county councillor Jean Law, and 
county councillor David Hirst, unveiled the 
bus at a ceremony last week. 

The Kent Freedom Pass was piloted in 
Dover last year, and was rolled out across the 
county on a district by district basis. 

Now the scheme has finally gone county 
wide with the inclusion of Faversham and 
Thanet, so young people can now use buses 
across Kent for school, work and leisure.

Perspective needed 
about the concerts 


Tell us about the work you do. 

We are a fairly new branch, and have only been going for 
five years or so. The branch is run entirely by volunteers 
who all have lives and families to take care of but our main 
goal is to help and assist in the welfare and re-homing of 
cats and kittens in our area. 

We re-home in Canterbury, Faversham, Whitstable, 
Herne Bay, and surrounding areas. 

How many cats do you re-home each year? 

This year we have taken in and re-homed more than 200 
cats and kittens, which is nearly double previous years. 
This has mainly been due to having a superb group of fos¬ 
ter families, who take care of the cats in their own home 
or in pens, and to a dedicated band of volunteers who do 
everything from fundraising, welfare and re-homing. 

Why do so many cats need re-homing? 

Sometimes the reasons are genuine, such as an elderly 
owner no longer able to cope. Sometimes people's for¬ 
tunes change and they are forced to give up their pets for 
financial reasons. 

Sadly, we also pick up the unloved, abandoned and 
negected ones whose owners have been thoughtless, ill 
advised or cruel. But it has to be said the simplest answer 
is too many cats, not enough homes and thus it will ever 
be until every cat is neutered before it can breed.

ONE of the literary world’s 
greatest figures is celebrat¬ 
ed with the 31st Dickens 
Festival this weekend.

WHILE shooting Moulin Rouge, 
the smash hit Baz Luhrmann 
musical set in Paris, Ewan 
McGregor romanced Nicole 
Kidman on a movie set in Sydney 
rather than Montmartre. 

And while latest movie Angels & Demons is 
set in a sun-drenched Rome, the star says he 
didn’t make it there either. 

“Imagine that? That was the only reason I 
took the job and then they said my scenes 
were in LA. 

“I’ve often fantasised that Rome would be a 
great place to work. 

“Swan off set with your sunglasses on, walk 
to the nearest cafe, but that didn’t happen.” 

In the blockbuster adaptation of Dan 
Brown’s novel, McGregor plays Camerlengo 
Patrick McKenna, a man charged with the 
interim ruling of the Vatican City after the 
death of the pope. 

The Vatican denied permission for any film¬ 
ing to take place within its walls, so director 
Ron Howard set about reconstructing the loca¬ 
tion’s most famous sights - including the ceil¬ 
ing of the Sistine Chapel - in Los Angeles.

the church, Howard’s latest adaptation of Dan 
Brown’s work has been billed as “harmless” by 
one Vatican reviewer. 

The Scottish actor, 38, admits he’s not reli¬ 
gious but says he wouldn’t have put his name 
to an ‘anti-Catholic’ film. 

“I don’t think it attacks the Church. It’s a far¬ 
fetched story set in the world of the Vatican, 
which is an interesting world.”

In McGregor’s words, he’s “extreme in terms

“I wasn’t brought up with any religion, so all 
the ceremony, the funeral and some of the rit¬ 
ual stuff we did was new to me,” he said.

When he’s not away filming, Ewan is very 
much the family man, splitting his time 
between homes in Los Angeles and London. 

In 1995, he married Eve Mavrakis, a French 
production designer, and the couple have two 
daughters, Clara, 13, and Esther, seven. 

In 2006, they adopted Jamiyan, now seven, 
from Mongolia.

Repossession gloom 
lifted by Q1 figures 

REPOSSESSION predictions for 2009, 
which were forecast at 75,000, were “pes¬ 
simistic” according to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders (CML). 

The CML had predicted the number 
for the year as a whole, but has now said 
the forecast is not as gloomy as at first 
thought, after analysing repossession 
figures for quarter one. 

There were 12,800 repossessions by 
first-charge mortgage lenders, including 
buy-to-let, compared with 8,500 for the 
same quarter last year. 

Although the number of repossessions 
was rising, the CML was optimistic its 
first forecast for the year had been too 
negative and will be revising the figure 
in its next housing market forecast. 

Director general Michael Coogan said: 
“Despite technical issues this quarter 
affecting our ability to compare arrears 
and possession rates with earlier peri¬ 
ods, it is clear mortgage arrears contin¬ 
ued to increase. 

“So did repossessions, but not as much 
as our 75,000 forecast figure for the year 
would suggest. 

“So our forecast now looks pessimistic 
and we expect to revise it over the next 
month or so. 

“Lenders are acutely conscious that 
behind the statistics are real people, 
many of whom are affected by the eco¬ 
nomic downturn and its impact on jobs, 
changes in circumstances and inability 
to refinance.” 

'Reluctant landlords' 
numbered in millions 

FIVE million homeowners across the 
UK have considered renting out their 
home or rooms to survive the economic 
downturn. 

Research from Unbiased.co.uk found 
many have considered becoming ‘reluc¬ 
tant landlords’, with younger home-own¬ 
ers hit hardest by the recession. 

A third of those considering becoming 
landlords are debating whether to rent 
their property because they cannot sell it 
without making a loss. 

Richard Winder, of Unbiased.co.uk, 
said: “The boom years created a wave of 
have-a-go landlords attracted by the 
promise of rising property prices and 
cheap buy-to-let finance. 

“Now we’re seeing a new wave who 
may end up reluctant landlords because 
they need more money and don’t want to 
sell up in the current market.”

ESTATE agents sold more homes 
in April than in any other month 
since October 2007, according to 
new figures. 

Statistics released by the National 
Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) revealed 
the average estate agent sold 10 properties 
last month. 

This was up from just eight per agent in 
March, and doubling from the low of five seen 
in August 2008. 

Figures from analysts Globrix also highlight 
a possible reason for the increase in sales. 
They found sellers were returning to the mar¬ 
ket, with 100,000 new properties advertised in 
April. 

The figures will provide a boost to the mar¬ 
ket and offer further evidence that while 
recovery might not be just around the comer, 
the prospects are looking healthier than for 
many months. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
NAEA, said: “What we are beginning to see 
now are consistent positive indicators that 
have held firm or improved since the begin¬ 


ning of the year. 

“Six months ago people were talking about 
how Britons’ attitude to owning property had 
changed in the recession. 

“The NAEA always said this was nonsense, 
and that demand for property remained 
strong, but confidence in the market had gone. 

“These figures show confidence is returning.” 

But market analysts said the figures needed 
to be treated with caution and warned there 
could still be hard times ahead. 

A rise in interest rates could cause the mar¬ 
ket to dip once again. 

Daniel Lee, chief executive of Globrix, said: 


“It would be foolhardy to start believing we’re 
at the bottom simply because buyers and sell¬ 
ers are returning to the market. 

“There are still likely to be rough waters 
ahead given the economic climate, particular¬ 
ly if interest rates start to rise. 

“There is no doubt that this increase in 
buyer activity has had a knock-on effect with 
sellers, many of whom had taken their proper¬ 
ties off the market because they were resigned 
to the fact that there was little hope of finding 
a buyer. 

“Now that sellers believe buyers are out 
there, they are returning in droves.” 


Don't let interior design become inferior design 


WITH homeowners spending a 
reported £11.3 billion on DIY products 
last year, it may appear that “getting 
someone in” is a thing of the past. 

But there are many projects in the 
home that may require the skills of a 
trained professional. 

Interior designer Ceri Rocca 
explains when it’s best to go it alone, 
and when it may be better to reach for 
the phone in order to avoid a DIY 
mishap. 

She said: “Improving our homes is 
still at the top of most people’s ‘to do’ 


list, with recent research suggesting 
that seven in ten of us think it’s 
important to spend money on our 
property as an investment for the 
future. 

“And with six in every ten planning 
on decorating soon, it seems the desire 
for change is as strong as ever. 

“Despite this, many of us are trying 
to cut costs, so it’s tempting to turn 
our hand to interior projects in order 
to avoid a hefty fee. 

“Some jobs, however, may be a step 
too far for a budding amateur, result¬ 


ing in a less than satisfying finish and 
an even larger bill to rectify the mis¬ 
takes. There are jobs that certainly 
need to be looked at by a skilled spe¬ 
cialist. Any major work that involves 
electrics or plumbing for example, 
requires a trained eye, as they can 
prove extremely dangerous in the 
wrong hands. 

‘You only have to consider the fact 
that about 200,000 people are hospi¬ 
talised in the UK every year due to 
DIY related injuries, to realise that it’s 
not worth the risk.”

ROAD TEST 


NOT being a huge MPV fan, I like 
Peugeot’s pragmatic though rather 
un-Gallic approach to this sector. 

Instead of tooling up for stand alone people 
carrier models - though its Citroen stable- 
mate has done the opposite with the Picasso 
MPV sub-brand - Peugeot has dosed standard 
car models with steroids. 

These pumped up station wagon or SWs 
have, therefore, retained car-like characteris¬ 
tics rather than taking on the lumbering gait 
of most MPVs, while gaining more room than 
a stretched standard hatchback. 

The ploy is not perfect, of course: you don’t 
get the elevated driving position or headroom 
of an MPV, but you avoid that ‘stuck in the 
crow’s nest during a gale’ feeling on the bends. 

Peugeot has aimed for MPV-style seating 
flexibility too and the 308SW (from £16,145) 
tested here, can be bought with seven seats - 
not bad for a Ford Focus class contender. 

All five rear seats fold flat individually or 
may be removed for various passenger/load 
permutations and the front passenger seat 
folds for particularly long loads. 

The two rear-most seats are a struggle to 


access though and adults would find that 
their knees gain a higher viewing point, but 
we are talking ‘occasional’ use here - anyone 
needing seven seats regularly should shop for 
a proper MPV. 

And if you are not in row three, the 308SW 
is a nice place to be: the cabin is really classy 
and glassy and airiness is enhanced on 
upmarket models by a massive glass roof with 
an electric blind - you feel like you are flying 
a light aircraft. 

But you remain grounded because the 308’s 
Achilles heel is a chassis largely carried over 
from its 307 predecessor, making the 308 
unsettled at times. 

It leans on bends a little too, despite being 
more low slung than an MPV - but this car 
might have to cater for seven bodies or a 
crammed cargo area. 

The HOPS (109bhp) 1.6-litre turbodiesel of 
the test car - a £20,795 SE flagship - is the 
best 308 engine I’ve driven, delivering reason¬ 
able power (0-60mph in 12.5 seconds), excel¬ 
lent refinement and averaging 50+mpg, but if 
you plan to use the SW’s load-carrying 
prowess to the max then check out the more 
powerful petrol and diesel options available.

Club chairman, George Kennedy, told 
Yourcanterbury the county were hoping to 
negotiate a deal with the Mumbai Indians. 

“They hold his contract. He hasn’t played for 
them at all which is frustrating for the player 
and we are desperate for him to join up with 
our squad. We have four games this week and 
we would like to have him back to play in 
those.”

Parnell hopes to return to Canterbury when 
the World T20 ends on June 21, which would 
mean he is available for the end of Kent’s 
Twenty20 campaign, the Pro40 and the 
remainder of the County Championship. 

Kennedy added: ‘We are interested in bring¬ 
ing him back but we don’t want to go through 
the visa problem again. We would have to be 
pretty sure he can come straight back and we 
will speak to him about that after the World 
Twenty20.”

He said: “Relegation hurts more than you 
can imagine and we had to get over that. It 
means a lot financially, a hell of a lot and with 
some of the big teams like Leeds United, you 
can attract 9,000 to 10,000 to watch it. 

“I’m sure we will be trying to make it 
attractive as possible to get as many of that 
30,000 crowd back to Priestfield to cheer us 
on and be proud to support their local 
team.”
